The government said on Friday that 
Idaho picked up another 29.000 people 
between July I, 1994, and last July 1 to 
push total population to 1,163.000. 

That is a nearly 2.6 percent increase, just 
a tenth of a percentage point below the esti- 
mate Ban administration analysts made lost 
month and the third highest percentage of 
all the states. In fact, those analysts esti- 
mated that Idaho's population lost sumrher 
wos 1,163,300. 

Although 28 other suites saw populations 
grow by more than 29,000, only two others 
hod percentage growth greater than 
Idaho’s. Arizona was second nationally at 


3.4 percent while' Nevada led the nation 
with 4.6 percent population increase. 

But as the economic fortunes of other 
states continue to improve, the influx of 
people to Idaho is slowing. Growth 
between mid- 1993 and mid-1994 os nearly 

_3.pcrccnt for.thc.stnte as.26,0j[)0_morc pep; 

pie moved into Idaho than left and births 
continued to outpace deaths by 9,000. 

The slower growth has tempered the 
state's financial optimism, prompting Gov. 
Phil Batt and the Republican-dominated 
Legislature to take a conservotive approach 
to state spending this year. The lower pop- 
ulotion growth was also reflected, it least 
to some extent in the smaller increase than 
anticipated in general tax revenues over the 
past year.

Mayor Frank Bauman said the same type of 
situation occurred Jan. 19. And today crews had 
to ready local cemetery roads to prepare for a 
funeral. " 

“When you hove snow of this omouni, It 
doesn't Just impact roads. It impacts every- 
thing.'* Bauman said. 

Bauman said he wished the city had enough 
. equipment to tackle every port of town, but this 
type of heavy snow doesn't hit Burley often. 
Considering what rood crews hove been up 
against, Bauman said he thought they were 
doing an excellent job. 

Because the airport is federally funded, feder- 
al regulations require that it be kept as opera- 
tional' as possible, airport manager Glenn Hall 
said. 

The airport was closed overnight when the 
snow first hit, Hall said. Since then it has closed 
temporarily while the runways have been 
plowed, he said. 

A lot of blowing snow will shut the airport 
down. Hall said. 

“If it's snowing to the point that it's d losing 
battle, then I'll just close the airport," he said. 


' Pilots who fly small planes stay at home dur- 
ing ^is kind of weath^. A few corporate jets 
and occasional air ambulances are about the 
only planes using the airport in this type of 
weathW. he said. 

In 30 years of maintaining city roods, 
Spurgeon said he con just about count on one 
hand the number of times heavj^ snows hove 
kept the streets buried. On the city streets, he 
has learned it is better to try and melt the snow 
with a mixture of salt and sand than to try and 
plow it, he sold. 

Plowing is expemive. can damage cars and 
cart result ib accidents. Spurgeon said. On 
Thursday, a snow plow backing around a comer 
hit a motorist, who, Spurgeon said, hod been 
following the plow too closely. No one was 
ii^ured. Drivers simply need to keep their dis- 
tance fhim the plows, he said. 

On lestdcmial streets the city removes soflcr 
snow off the ^ of the pock, Spurgeon said.

by natural calamity. The question fs. 
“Will we be prepared for those chal- 
lenges when (not if) they occur?" 

For many of us, the concept of pre- 
paredness hasn’t entered our minds 
much since we first heard the story of 
the.'ant and the grasshopper. You' ■ 
remembe'irthat' one, don't you? The 
grasshopper prefers to sing and dance 
and play away the summer while the 
ant works hard'to store the food he will 
need to last through the.winter. Of 
course, the grasshopper has a lot more 
““fbn‘‘than”the~ant;=%luniirihc‘show' falls 
and he finds himself out in the cold, 
hungry and homeless. 

Do the characters sound familiar? A 
lot of us can relate to the grasshopper 
since we’re inclined to live life for 
today without giving much thought to 
preparing for tomorrow. And wc prob- 
ably know a few people who, like that 
. ant, seem to be so busy preparing for 
tomorrow that they never really hove 
time to enjoy today. But isn’t there a 
happy medium somewhere, an . 
approach to preparedness that stops 
short of boarding up the windows and 
trying to completely shut out the world 
and its natural — and unnatural - vicis- 
situdes? 

1 think there is. We can prepare for 
any eventuality just as we prepare for 

o’nyihing_elseja.lifc.=-onc ,5tcp. at a_. 

time. 

First, we can make sure everyone in 
the household knows what to do in the 
immediate aftermath of disaster. 
Escape plans should be practiced regu- 
larly, along with recitations of where to _ 
go, what to turn off, how to>get help ' 
and how to handle critical first-oid 
problems until help arrives. 

Then wo can make sure we always 
have on hand enough food, fuel, cloth- 
ing and money to see us through for a 
few snow-bound davs - and store it in 
a way that we can pick It up and take it 
' with us quicktyand easily if wo’rc - 
forced to evacuate for any reason. Then 
we can expand our^supplies to inclodc 
provisions fora couple of weeks. Then 
a couple of months. Then - who 
knows? - moybe even six months or a 
year. 

And (hen wc can forget about it. 
Aside from an occasional update and 
: rotation of food, clothes and batteries, 
you don't need to woiiy so much about 
snoit’storms, earthquakes, floods or 
fires (or, for that matter, the ups. and 
downs of the economy) .because you’re 
prepared. 

Like a wise man once^sajd, “If you're 
prepared, you don't need to fear.” 

Even if you're not, by nature, an ant.

The husband and father of two also used-

bass guiuir. 

"1 had band-member friends, I hod bar- 
tenders telling me I gotta take it easy - 
'You're going to kill yourself,' "'recalled 
Davis, who smoked four to five packs of cig- 
arettes daily. • • 

He figured he needed problems to be a 
really soulful musician. And substance abuse, 
Davis reasoned for three years, was helping 
him wotk two jobs. 

“1 claimed I was doing it all for my fomi — 
ly,” he said. “I never saw them. The on^y 
time I saw them was when*! came home to 
sleep. My day ofT was only working one 
job.” 

H e added. “Sin has results, no t only for the 
individuals, but for those around them/’ 

Davis’ salvation 

' Davis’ marriage was in trouble. He and his 
wife, Marilyn Davis., sold their Las Vegas 
home~ahd moved to Biihl in 1978 in hopes of 
breakinghis substoncc-abuse cycle. 

The effort lasted just five months before 
they returned to Vegas. “It doesn’t woric- it’s 
not change of location that's going to change 
your problems." Roger Davis said. . •

— The former treasurer 
of the Episcopal Church admitted in court 
Wednesday that she embezzled more than 
SI. 5 million, but claimed she is mentally ill 
and can't even remember some of what she 
did. 

Ellen F. Cooke. 52', said she deposited 
church checks in her own account, misused 
her church credit card and used church 
checks (0 pay for private schools attended 
by her children." 

.. Cooke, whose husband is a forjner 

■ Episcopal priest, worked at church head 
quarters in New York from 1986 to 199S. 
She pleaded guilty to federal charges of 
transferring stolen money and tax evasion 
during the last four years of her tenure. 

Cooke faces about 'three years in prison 
and could be fined twice the amount stolen 
when sentenced April 29. 

Mis. Cooke was dismissed o year ago by 
the presiding bishop of (he 2.5 million 
member church after a pattern of “monipu 
lative and autocratic” behavior, Jomes H. 
Thrall, a church spokesman. 

“THere was no hint of embezzlement cl 
that point,” Thrall said. It was only after 
Mrs. Cookc-submitled- a.-request for 
S86,000 in back* vacation pay that “red 
flags went up,” he said..

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Batt backs fee on food retailers to aid inspection costs 


BOISE (AP) — The Batt administra- 
tion on Fri^y acknowledged its support 
for a $55 fee on food retailers statewide 
to pay for on inspection program. 

The fee was recommended a year ago 
by a special legislative-industry (ask 
force. 

Division of Financial Management 
analyst Gory Felt told the Joint Finance- 
-Appropriations-Gommittee-that-the ' 
Health and Welfare Department will for- 
mally request spending authority for the 
fee revenue when it outlines its budget 
proposal on Monday. 

But the fee was qxpected to be vigor- 
ously opposed by the industry, which 
has endorsed the food inspection pro- 
gram and its goals but has not agreed to 


a financing scheme. 

The budget committee .again rejected 
lost year’s task force request for neorly 
51 million to cover the program. It in- 
cludes not only annual inspections of 
each of the state's 10,000 food retailers 
but also calls for analytical inspections 
requiring more record keeping, more 
training for food handlers and distribu- 
-tionofeducationalmateiuls. 

The public health districts would car- 
ry out the inspections under an agree- 
ment with the state, and with just 
$50,000 the state they have mus- 
tered $500,000 of property tax receipts 
to at least have every establishment vis- 
ited by an inspector in the last year. 

But t^e more analytical checks and 


the educational aspects of the program 
have not been carried out for lack of 
cosh. 

With the state's general tax revenues 
even tighter this year than the last two. 
Gov. Phil Batt was left with one option 
— an industry user fee — in spite of 
stiff industry opposition. The fee would 
raise about $516,000, almost doubling 
the money being speouiow. . 

Republican Sen. Rex Furness of Rig- 
by, who has been critical of the inspec- 
tion initiative since it began, predicted 
the- extra cash would be approved this 
year. But he also predicted the industry 
will return to the Legislature to push the . 
funding back on to property taxpayers, 
who finance a portion of the health dis- 


trict budgets.
